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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  InhaUtants  of  the  School  District  of  Dunbarton: 

Your  School  Board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  beginning  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30,  1925. 

This  arrangement  of  dates  makes  it  impossible  to  bring 
the  report  to  the  present  date,  but  the  board  will  gladly  an- 
swer any  question  as  to  matters  coming  up  since  June  30 
1925. 

The  outstanding  matter  this  year  has  been  the  opening  of 
a  school  in  South  Dunbarton,  formerly  No.  1. 

In  answer  to  the  unanimous  request  of  the  people  residing 
in  this  district,  for  a  school,  the  house  was  put  in  as  good 
condition  as  possible  and  a  teacher  installed  in  September, 
with  an  enrollment  of  nine  pupils. 

The  Board  wishes  in  this  report  to  express  its  gratitude  to 
the  residents  of  the  District,  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in 
the  work  necessary  to  opening  the  school.  Time  and  labor 
were  given  freely  so  that  the  town  has  saved  a  good  deal  of 
expense  in  the  repairs.  Also,  by  opening  this  school,  a  large 
saving  was  made  in  transportation,  which  is  is  always  desir- 
able. 

Eepairs  were  made  on  the  various  houses  as  was  found 
necessary.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dunbarton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report. 

The  accompanying  statistical  table  gives  a  general  idea  of 
the  standing  of  the  schools.  The  percentage  of  attendance 
and  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  High  Schools  are,  consid- 
ering the  difficulties  involved,  very  satisfactory.  The  figures 
shown  prove  that  Dunbarton  children  do  attend  their  schools 
regularly  and  that  they  are  also  ambitious  for  higher  educa- 
tion. 

We  do,  however,  regret  that  the  number  of  cases  of  tardi- 
ness is  so  large.  It  would  seem  to  indicate  that  many  chil- 
dren are  forming  the  bad  habit  of  being  late  to  their  appoint- 
ments. Parents  and  all  concerned  need  to  give  this  matter 
consideration  and  use  every  possible  means  to  inculcate  prin- 
ciples of  promptness  which  are  necessary  to  success  in  all 
walks  of  life. 

You  will  note  by  a  further  study  of  the  statistics  that  there 
is  an  apparent  increase  of  five  pupils  for  the  current  year: 
one  of  them  comes  from  a  neighboring  town,  and  four  are 
sojourners  who  have  already  left  town.  Hence,  while  a  new 
school  has  been  opened,  there  is  no  real  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  pupils. 

The  small  enrollment  at  the  Waite  School  presents  a  very 
serious  problem :  the  original  number  was  seven.  These  sev- 
en pupils  cost  the  district  about  $128  each  per  year.  Fifteen 
pupils  could  easily  be  accommodated  in  this  school  with  very 
little  more  expense  than  is  at  present  involved.  This  num- 
ber would   make  the   cost  per  pupil  about   $60,  which   per 
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capita  cost  is  very  reasonable  for  rural  schools.  For  efficient 
administration,  Page's  Corner  and  South  Dunbarton  should 
also  have  15  pupils  each. 

The  Center,  Burnham  Hill  and  Montalona  buildings  are 
a  little  larger  and  could  accomodate  20  to  25  pupils ;  the  lat- 
ter number  is  large  enough  for  any  one-room  rural  school  in 
which  all  grades  are  represented. 

With  the  changing  times,  centers  of  population  in  the 
town  have  Iike^vise  changed.  Therefore,  I  recommend  that 
the  district  appoint  a  committee,  or  instruct  the  School  Board 
to  act  in  this  capacity,  to  make  a  survey  of  the  town  with 
reference  to  the  possibility  of  combining  schools  so  that  bet- 
ter results  with  much  lower  costs,  can  be  obtained,  said  com- 
mittee to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

During  the  winter  months  standard  tests  were  given  in 
arithmetic,  history  and  grammar  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining how  our  children  stood  by  comparison  with  generally 
recognized  standards.  All  pupils  who  were  below  standard 
were  given  special  work  and  such  attention  as  was  necessary 
to  bring  them  to  a  higher  standing.  The  results  have  been 
satisfactory  to  both  teachers  and  pupils.  We  plan  this  year 
to  give  tests  in  spelling  and  geography  in  addition  to  the  sub- 
jects already  mentioned. 

The  school  buildings  are  generally  in  good  condition. 
Montalona  will  probably  have  to  be  shingled  before  school 
opens  next  Fall.  A  new  coat  of  paint  would  greatly  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  building.  It  would  be  well  also 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  painting  the  South  Dunbarton 
and  Waite  buildings. 

This  year  we  have  been  able,  without  overrunning  the 
average  appropriation  for  books  per  year,  to  purchase  new 
histories  and  geographies.  They  "are  proving  very  helpful  in 
the  work  of  these  important  subjects. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  sympa- 
thetic and  hearty  support  of  the  School  Board  and  also  of  the 
community.  In  spite  of  many  and  difficult  problems,  we 
may,  in  this  fine  spirit  of  co-operation,  look  forward  to  the 
coming  year  with  confidence  that  the  results  will  be  com- 
mensurate with  the  sacrifices  made  and  the  effort  put  forth.
